Engineer J. H. Dockweiler, the 
hydographic engineer, who has been 
delving into a possible water supply 
for Richmond at the instance of the 
directors of the Richmond water dis- 
trict for the past few months, last 
night submitted his report to the 
water commission at the meeting 
held in the city hall and undualified- 
ly recommended the Marin county 
project. 

In the report, which comprises : 
volume of some 600 pages of type-| 
written manuscript. Engineer Dock-| 
weller takes ul all the various 5 


ter projects advanced for Richmond, 
zeluding the San Joaquim or Sac- 
ramento river supply and shows that 
not only car better water be ob- 
tained from Marin county, but it 
will be cheaper to the consumer, For 
instance, for a 5,000,000 minimum 
supply from San Joaquin river, at 
an initial cost of $3,000,000 the 
cost of water to consumers would be 
14 cents per 1000 gallons, 

On the other hand the Marin pro- 
ject, according to Dockweiler, would 
cost the district the sum of $2,742,- 
000. This would bring a supply of 
5,000,000 gallons per day and would 
cost the people 13 65-100 cents per| 
1000 gallons. This latter is pure 
mountain water, according to the re- 
port, and cannot be contaminated by 
impurities of any kind. Beside all 
this the city could not be compelled 
to maintain expensive filtering 
plants and but little expense would 
be entailed for pumping. He recom- 
mends the purchase of the Peoples 
Water company’s distributing system 
here and estimates the probable cost 
at $455,000. 

‘Chairman J. B. Willis, of the wa- 
ter commission presided at the meet- 
ing and appointed the following 
committee to confer with the direct- 
org of the Marin water district con- 
cerning the purchase of water from 
that source: H. W..Mergenthal, S. 
R. Curry and Charles Blanchard The 
attorney for the district and the 
engineer in charge will be members 
of the committee and will have a 
voice in the conferences.
